MOXTANA. 


Every lew days The Despatch makes a 


bold break at tlio Montana situation just 
for the purjioM- ot reiterating the conclusion 
it formed before there was a particle of evi- 
dence; viz: that the democrats in that state 
are very mucl) to blame for not letting the 
republicans get away with -everything in 
sight. Gov. Toole refused to recognize the 
rump legislature a few days ago, and now 
The Despatch thinks he is acting terribly. 
It says that Gov. Toole has not the prerog- 
ative of determining who are entitled to 
seats in the general assembly. 
Perhaps it 


would be well to inform The Despatch that 
the governor does not make any such claim. 
His last act was one of refusal to recognize 
a would-be legislature. The governor must 
have some such power as this. 
Imagine a 


convention of cranks in Illinois who should 
get it into their heads that they constituted 
a legislature; and then imagine these fel- 
lows sending to the governor for a message. 
Fifer would very likely refuse to recognize 
them. And then The Despatch man would 
rise-up and remark that the governor'lias no 
right to determine who are members of the 
legislature. 
While there may be a good 


deal of truth in this, the remark would, 
however, apply just as aptly in the discus- 
sion of a theological or scientific. 
We are 


aware that conditions may arise in which 
the governor will have to determine what'is 
a legislature and what is not. Certainly 
every convention that gathers can't send in 
and ask for a message. 
Such a rule would 


enable the republicans to play solons all the 
year round, for which they would reward 
themselves with a per diem allowance of 
the good things that were produced by dem- 
ocratic sweat on the outside.

tolerably 'Ko.»f one. Hut I no longer claim 
the turf us my profossum, or whatever you 
are a miml to call it, and on my leaving the 
track this story hangs. 


It was <» good many years ago that x quit— 


amerelKiy nt the time—ih<>ub'li my experi- 
ence among men bad made mo seemingly 
older than I really was. I was pretty well 
acquainted with the ways of the world so far 
as comes within the opportunity of one most- 
ly associated with iKrt-wineii and horses, with 
their attendant surroundings. 


Though but a jockey—iu general, a crea- 


ture to be kicked and cursed—I was not un- 
like many others of the human kind. I 
cherished the feeling oE revenge, and for 
mouths, yes years, had Hveil to gratify it.

The son's story brands the dead man 
as a, savage fiend incarnate, who delighted in 
acts of inhumanity toward his children, de- 
lighting in torturing them by methods prac- 
ticed only by the most barbarous. Among 
other barbarities alleged was the chaining 
up of the children in dismal apartments, 
nude, and while in that condition torturing 


• them with all the cruelty practiced in the 
^1, inquisition. 


A Terrible Narrative. 


"I have not lived at home for five years," 


began Charles Guenther. 
"In 1884 I left the 


place on Franklin avenue because I could not 
stand the way I was treated by my father. 
Since then I have had but little conversa- 
tion with the family at home, but I am con- 
vinced by what I heard from those who 
know of what was going on there that his 
.savage cruelty toward my sisters and Emile 
has been kept up. Before I left home my 
father was guilty of the most horrible treat- 
ment of his children that can be imagined. 
I left the place after one period of slow tor- 
'ture that made me desperate. It was in 1884. 
I had done something that my father did not 
like.
